Township  Committee. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  newly 
elected  Township  Committee  was  held 
on  Wednesday  evening,  the  only  change 
in  the  membership  being,  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Frank  S.  Benson,  who  succeeds  Mr. 
Corby  as  the  representative  from  Glen 
Ridge. 

The  organization  was  quickly  perfected 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Baldwin 
as  Chairman. 

The  constables  filed  their  bonds  and 
Mr.  Phineas  J.  Ward  qualified  as  a  Com 
miahoner  of  Appeals. 

The  Committee  re-appointed  the  Pound 
Masters  of  last  year,  they  also  appointed 
Dr.  Wm.  H.  W’hite,  Township  Physician, 
and  re-elected  Halsey  M.  Barrett,  Town¬ 
ship  Counsel. 

A  Resolution  was  adopted  that  all  mon¬ 
ey  received  from  arrears  of  taxes  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  payment  of  the  account  due 
the  Gas  company,  and  to  the  payment  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  township  amount¬ 
ing  to  $1,350. 

A  Resolution  was  also  adopted  that  the 
chairman  of  each  committee  having  the 
disbursement  of  public  money  report  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  of  each  month 
all  payments  made  bv  him,  together  with 
the  vouchers  for  such  payments. 

The  Fire  Committee  were  instructed 
to  report  upon  the  matter  of  securing  500 
feet  of  hose  and  a  new  jumper  for  Excel 
sior  Hose  Co.,  No.  3. 

The  Truck  Company  and  several  Hose 
Co’s,  tendered  their  services  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  year,  and  their  services  were  accepted. 

Mr.  Andrew  J.  Marsh  was  then  re-ap¬ 
pointed  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department.

Lehlbach  stated  that  the  iron  cylinders 
containing  the  acid  sue  admitted  to  this 
country  duty  free,  under  the  ruling  of 
the  Treasury  Department,  which  ailmits 
“  wrappers”  of  important  gooils  without 
duty.  He  asked  that  *  duty  also  lie  lev¬ 
ied  on  such  cylinder*.  He  informed  the 
committee  that  the  oily  manufacturers 
of  liquefied  carbonic  said  in  the  U,  S.  were 
Cooper  &  Co.,  chemist*,  of  Newark.  Mr. 
Lehlbach  believes  the  dulfcr  on  both  bronze 
jxiwders  and  pearl  buttons  will  be  in¬ 
creased  to  a  higher  rate,  and  that  a  duty 
will  be  levied  on  imported  liquefied  car¬ 
bonic  acid  and  iron  cylinders  ip  which 
that  article  is  brought  to  this  country-

How  Public  Lands  are  Stolen. 

A  recent  visitor  from  Colorado  gives  an 
interesting  account  of  how  land  is  taken 
up  and  settled  in  that  part  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  He  said  that  th*  works  of  the  com¬ 
pany  which  supplies  the  city  of  Denver 
with  water  are  situated  upon  land  obtain¬ 
ed  through  titles  issued  upon  fraudulent 
homestead  entries.  He  said  the  company 
could  not  afford  to  btiy  scrip,  which  is 
necessary  to  locate  any  large  blocks  of 
public  land,  so  they  employed  a  number 
of  the  agents  of  the  company  to  make 
fraudulent  homestead  entries.  The  way 
it  was  done  was  this :  A  toy  house,  two 
stories  high,  neatly  painted,  16  inches  by 
24  and  30  inches  in  height,  was  made. 
It  had  a  handle  upon  the  ridge-pole  of  its 
roof.  The  would-be  homesteader  would 
take  this  house  in  one  hand  and  a  blanket 
over  his  arm.  He  would  then  proceed  to 
a  quarter  section,  set  up  his  house  and  lie 
down  by  the  side  of  ii  in  his  blanket  and 
spend  the  night  there,'  The  next  morning 
he  would  dig  up  the  land  for  a  few  feet 
with  a  spade.  After  that  he  would  go 
directly  to  the  Register’s  office  and  .make 
oath  that  he  had  taken  up  a  certain  quar¬ 
ter  section  of  land,  had  erected  a  house 
two  stories,  16  by  24,  leaving  it  to  be  in¬ 
ferred  that  he  meant  fret  instead  of  inches, 
that  he  had  slept  there  and  that  he  had 
made  improvements  upon  the  land.  W hen 
the  title  was  issued  to  him  the  house 
would  be  handed  over  to  another  home- 
steader  to  repeat  this  process  on  other 
quarter  sections.  In  this  way  the  com¬ 
pany  acquired  a  large  block  of  land.  The 
only  justification  of  the  Register’s  w  inking 
at  this  fraud  was  the  fact  that  the  land 
was  desert  land  and  would  never  have 
been  taken  up  by  a  regular  homesteader, 
and  that  while  it  was  valuable  for  tne 
water  works  company  it  would  not  have 
been  to  any  one  else.  The  entire  com¬ 
munity  understood  the  performance  and 
seemed  to  regard  it  as  a  huge  joke.
